The value of work donc on new buildin’s has been calculated from 
data collected on builders' returns. Accordin=s to the information recorded 
on thesc returns, the value of work done during the Septcmbcr quartcr, 1953, 
was £2,794,000 compared with £2,591,000 in June quarter 1953, and £2,822,000 
in Septembcr 1952. Of the Septcmber quarter total. £1,760,000 or 63.2 per 
cent represented valuc of work done in respcet of houscs. Hobart and 
suburbs accounted for 21,054,000 or 37.7 per cent of the total valuc; 
Launceston and suburbs for £358,000 or 12.8 per cent and the rest of the 
State for £1,382,000 or 49.5 per cont.

8. DEPINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 


Owner-Buildors For the purpose of this Bullctin, and owner- 
builder is a person who is actually buildin; his own house or is having 
his house built under his own direction without the services of a 
Contractor. 

Comncnced 3 A building is regarded as having been commenced 
when work on foundation hes bcgun. Owing to the difficulty of defining 
the exact point that this rcpresents in building opcrations, it is 
probable that interpretations placcd upon it by informants are not 
entirely uniform. 


Completed: A buildins is regarded as having been complcted 
wacn the builder hes fulfillcd the tcrms of the contract. As with 


commencements, the interpretations placcd upon this definition may vary. 
Undcr Construction: A buildings rcemaininz uncomplcted at the cnd 
of a period is rezardcd as being undcr construction rcvardlcss of whcther 


construction was actively procecdin” on that particular date. 


Employment: The figures of employment rclate to pcrsons 
actually working on new buildin“s on a specified day. Theyinelude 
workings principals, cmployccs, mcn workin;; as, or for, sub-contractors 
and men temporarily laic off on account of weather. In addition, thoy 
include somc cmployccs ensvagcd on altcrations, additions, rcnov',tions 
or repairs to buildin;s whcn these jobs are underteken by a contractor 
who builds new buildin;:s. The fisures include cstimates for persons 
working on owner-built houscs. 


Values: All valucs shown cxclude the valuc of land and 
represcnt the cstimatcd veluc of buildings on complction. 


All figures in this Bullctin relate to the 
operations of privatc contractors, Government Authoritics and owner- 
builders. 


Fisurcs rclate only to the operations of persons 
who build ncw buildins. 

Alterations, additions, rcnovations and rcpairs 
to buildings are cxcludeod, because of the difficulty in obteining completc 
lists of persons who cngacc in those opcrations. 


Ficurcs for houses cxcludc converted military 
huts, flats, and shop dwellin's. Some houses built on farms are 
xcludcd but these do not affcct the fiourcs matcrially.
